SUBJECT: Filing of Notice of Determination pursuant to Public Resources Code section 21108. 

State Clearinghouse Number: 2009112088. 

Project Title: Small Erosion Repair (Streambed Alteration Agreement No. 1600-2011-0182-R2). 

Project Location (include county): Various Waterways within the Sacramento River Flood Control Project in 
Butte, Colusa, Glenn, Sacramento, Solano, Sutter, and Yolo Counties. 

Project Description: The California Department of Fish and Wildlife (CDFW) has executed an Extension to 
Streambed Alteration Agreement number 1600-2011-0182-R2, pursuant to section 1602 of the Fish and 
Game Code to the project Applicant, the Department of Water Resources. 

The Small Erosion Repair Program (SERP) is a streamlined regulatory review and authorization process that 
facilitates implementation of annual repairs of small erosion sites on levees within the Sacramento River Flood 
Control Project area. SERP uses programmatic authorizations, issued by federal and state agencies with 
regulatory obligations associated with erosion repair projects, to streamline the process for implementing 
small erosion repairs in accordance with conservation-based design and monitoring standards. 

This is to advise that CDFW, acting as a Responsible Agency, approved the extension of the above described 
project on the date signed below and has made the following determinations regarding the project pursuant to 
California Code of Regulations section 15096, subdivision (i):
